Use of ZIP Code makes It 
•easier to mall packages after 
January 15, Postmaster Jos- 
eph .Wolf of Antioch said to- 
day. 

New rates and a new sys- 
tem for Identifying parcel 
post zones went into effect 
on that date as provided in 
legislation signed into law 
by President- Johnson'ou 
September 20, 1066, the Post- 
master pointed out. 

The rate, increases will av- 
erage about 10 cents a par- 
cel, Joe Wolf said. Starting 
July 1, the law provides for 
a scries of size and weight 
increase on packages mailed 
between first-class offices. 
Auliqch is a 1st class office. 
The size and weight increase 
will be in five annual steps, 
the last coming on July . 1, 
1071

By consulting a simple 
chart, which is available at 
all post offices, the zone 'can 
he readily identified because 
the first tjiree numbers of 
the ZIP Code represent tlie 
sectional center. This re- 
places a method in which 
a- directory often had to be 

-consulted to locale the prop- 
er zone for each of the na- 
tion's 33,000 post offices. 

Tiie new rates will range 
from 40 cents for a three- 
pound parcel destined for 
local delivery to 60 cents for 
the same parcel to zone 3 
(150 to 300 miles) to $1.05 to 

" zone (over 1,000 miles). 
The new zoning method will 



also apply to air parcel post, 
catalogs and to publishers 
who pay zone rates on the 
advertising portion of their 
periodicals. 

Postmaster Wolf noted that 
all 1 parcels mailed between 
post offices within the North 
Suburban sectional center 
will be charged at the first 
zone rate. There arc 136 
post offices within the North 
Suburban sectional center. 

The new rates are expect- 
ed to 'provide an additional 
$74 million a year for the 
Post Office Department. The 
later size and weight increas- 
es will add another $32 mil- 
lion a year. The additional 
revenue Is to help keep the 
Department within 4 percent 
of costs on parcel post as the 
law requires.

Increase Rate, Size 
Limits of Parcel Post 
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Use of ZIP Code makes it 
easier to mail packages after 
January 15, Postmaster .Jos- 
eph Wolf of Antioch said to- 
day,- 

New rates and a new sys- 
tem for identifying parcel 
post zones went into effect 
on that date as provided In 
legislation signed . into law 
by President Johnson on 
September 20, 1966, the Post- 
master pointed out. 

The rate Increases will av- 
erage about 10 cents -a* par- 
cel, Joe Wolf said. Starting 
July 1, the law provides for 
a series of size and weight 
increase on packages mailed 
between first-class offices. 
Antioch is a 1st class office. 
The size and weight, increase 
will he in five annual steps, 
the last .coming on July 1, 
1971 . 

Use of ZIP Code ha the 
recipient's address Will en- 
able thp sender or a mail 
clerk to quickly determine 
the proper zone, and thus the 
rale, for the package. Tho' 
zones will be phased on the 
distance a parcel travels be- 
tween the 552 sectional coo- 
lers in the country, Wolf 
said. 

j By consulting a simple 
chart, which is available at 
all post offices,' the zone can 
he. readily identified because 
the first tli roe numbers of 
the ZIP Code represent, the 
sectional center. This re- 
places a method in which 
a directory often had to be 
consulted to locate the prop- 
er zone for each of the na- 
tion's 33,000 post offices. 

The new rates will range 
from 40 cents for a three- 
pound parcel destined for 
local delivery to 60 cents for 
the same parcel to zone 3 
(150 to 300 miles) to $1.05 H 
zonh. 8 (over 1,000 miles). 
The new zoning method will 



also apply to air parcel post, 
catalogs and to publishers 
who pay zone rates on tho 
advertising portion of their 
periodicals. 

Postmaster Wolf noted that 
all parcels mailed between 
post offices within the North 
Suburban sectional center 
will be charged at the first 
zone rate. There arc~130 
post offices within the North 
Suburban sectional center. 

^The new rales arc .expect- 
ed to provide an additional 
$74 million a year for the 
Post Office Department. The 
later size and weight Increas- 
es will add another $32 mil- 
lion a year. The additional 
revenue is to help keep the 
Department within 4 percent 
of costs on parcel post as the 
law requires.

Mr, 
j'owelt said. Present licenses 
"are valid for three years a I 
a fee of $3. 

The', measure has a two- 
fold purpose 7 . Secretary Pow- 
ell said. First is to. raise des- 
perately needed funds for 
the High School Driver Edu- 
cation Program in order that 
this highly, successful pro- 
gram may he continued.
